Food as a Metaphor 

Food ... most of us love it to death, but do we love it to life? In a 
society which is violent to people (I'll knock your teeth out... slit your 
throat... kick the — out of you ... beat you up ... rape you ... slap 
you silly ...kick your —... shut you up...) how can it not be violent to 
food? Think of the ways we perform violence on our foods In order 
to prepare it to nourish us. Is violence nourishing us? Have we so 
violated our food that it can not nourish us? Is that why we have 
trouble digesting food, have heartburn, indigestion, colon problems? 
Are we asking our bodies to "break down" foods that have already 
been so abused that they're barely alive? 

Is that why we can't look at our food and appreciate its beauty 
before "wolfing" it down? Is that why we can't take time to savor our 
food? Is that why at only certain times (holidays, celebrations) we 
really focus on preparing food to "look good enough to eat?" Is that 
why we enjoy going out to places like the Monterey Cafe and similar 
places to do "fine dining?" 

Think of the words we use regarding food: ground meat, Crushed 
red pepper, Boiled potatoes (does It have an "E" Dan Quayle?), 
Stewed tomatoes, "nuked," Fried eggplant. Shredded cabbage, 
Chemically ripened. Whipped butter. Seared beef, Strained carrots. 
Color Enhanced. 

What does this say about the food that keeps us alive? Would we 
want to be Ground, Crushed, Stewed, Boiled, Whipped, Chemically 
ripened, etc., etc., etc.? Is this what we do to ourselves to get ready 
for our partners or to get ready to spend time with our friends? 
Would this kind of preparation nourish us or them? 

Food is a natural part of our daily living. I'm not suggesting that 
we not prepare food before we eat It. I'm asking that we take a look 
at the words we use to describe the food that is to nourish us. Food 
is not simply a physical dimension in our daily living, it wants to nour¬ 
ish us emotionally ... and spiritually as well. If we've lost that con¬ 
nection, we've lost a significant element. Food's purpose is to nour¬ 
ish us physically, mentally and spiritually. Food is life-affirming; 
therefore our words regarding food should be positive. Our attitude 
towards food needs to reflect the sanctity of food. 


Notes on the Movement

Hate Crimes Bill: 

On Wednesday, June 5, 1996 the Pennsylvania State Senate 
recommitted the Hate Crimes Bill to the Judiciary Committee. The 
Hate Crimes Bill would have amended the PA Ethnic Intimidation Act 
to Include sexual orientation and increase sentences for criminals 
who commit bias crimes against gay men and lesbians simply be¬ 
cause of their sexual orientation. The bill was scheduled for a Sen¬ 
ate floor vote on Tuesday, June 4, but the Senate "passed over the 


bill" and decided to return it to committee the next day. The League 
of Gay and Lesbian Voters was told by a Republican Senator that a 
majority of the Republican Senate Caucus "had serious reservations 
about voting on the bill in an election year." Sen. Joseph Loeper, the 
Majority Leader deferred to the caucus and pulled the bill from con¬ 
sideration by the full Senate. 

LGLV was disappointed with the Senate's action, especially since 
several senators reported that they received no negative mail on the 
bill. LGLV believed that a majority of the full Senate would have 
voted in favor of the bill; however, LGLV never believed that a major¬ 
ity of Republicans supported the bill. LGLV will continue lobbying 
for the bill with the hopes of passing the 
bill after the November Election or In early January. 

Anti Gay Marriage Bills: 

The gay and lesbian community dodged several bullets fired in 
the war over same sex marriages. Two anti same sex marriage bills 
have been introduced in the Pennsylvania State Legislature, one in 
the PA House and the other in the PA Senate. Both bill are currently 
in the House and Senate Judiciary Committee. Gay and les¬ 
bian activists were surprised when the Senate anti-gay marriage bill 
appeared on the Senate Judiciary Committee agenda for Tuesday, 
June 4. LGLV and gay organizations across the state began bom¬ 
barding the Judiciary Committee Chairman Stewart Greenleaf with 
faxes and calls urging him to pull the bill from the agenda. The ef¬ 
fort succeeded when the Judiciary Committee failed to have a quo¬ 
rum present for the meeting and Sen. Greenleaf pulled the bill from 
the agenda. 

State Sen. Vincent Fumo, a Philadelphia Democrat whose district 
includes the gay neighborhoods of Philadelphia, announced that he 
opposed the bill and formulated several strategies to block the bill If 
Republicans attempted to move the bill again. One strategy is a 
threat to amend the bill to include a repeal of the no-fault divorce law 
in Pennsylvania. This would have the effect of causing moderate 
senators to oppose the bill, because the no fault divorce law is popu¬ 
lar in the state. 

LGLV has received confirmation that the House anti gay marriage 
bill will not move out of the House Judiciary Committee. This has 
caused Rep, Alan Egoff, the prime sponsor of the Bill, to seek alter¬ 
native means to have the issue voted on by the full house. On Tues¬ 
day, June 18 he announced that he would amend another family law 
bill to include the anti gay marriage language. His effort failed when 
his amendment was rule "out of order" for technical reasons. Egoff 
announced that he would continue his attempts to place the anti gay 
marriage language through the amendment process. 

The state legislature will adjourn for the summer at the end of 
June. Gay and lesbian leaders hope that no bill or amendment 
passes either house. Gay and lesbian organization will then spend 
the summer preparing to battle the bills more vigorously when the 
legislature returns for a heated pre-election fall session.

BOOK REVIEW: Beyond 
Queer: Challenging Gay 
Left Orthodoxy , edited by 
Bruce Bower. New York: 
The Free Press, 1996. 325 
pages, $25.00 

This book is a collection of essays by 
politically conservative gay activists 
and intellectuals. Their common take¬ 
off is that the liberal and/or radical 
stance as expressed in the landmark 
Stonewall Riot in 1969 or the contem¬ 
porary street theatre of ACT UP! is now dated, inappropriate, and 
unrealistic as a constructive political methodology for social change. 
Because this is an anthology, there is no single viewpoint, no 
dogma. There is also little concrete prescription for positive, correc¬ 
tive action. 

The book is arranged in six sections. Including the tradition of lib¬ 
eral politics and gays, the emergence of gay conservatives, and cul-

ture and identity. The best sections are "Gayness and God" (if you 
still think you're going to hell because you're gay, this is good, cor¬ 
rective information); and "Family Values" (exploring how this is our 
best defense against homophobes in the right-wing so-called relig¬ 
ious fundamentalist movement). If there Is any common thread that 
runs through the thinking of the various contributors, it Is this: Politi¬ 
cal action and finding acceptance in mainstream America is not only 
found in elections and legislation. It begins with responsible, adult 
behavior, rather than hedonistic, adolescent behavior. 

The main problem of this book is the lack of definitions by many of 
the authors. Two notable exceptions are David Link and Jonathan 
Rauch. Link notes that for heterosexuals, their sexual orientation Is 
not confused with sexual activity; while when heteros (and most 
homos) think about "homosexuality," they too often confuse sexual 
orientation and sexual activity to become mistaken synonyms. Yes, 
this Is an important distinction. Rauch also echoes this, when he 
writes: "Homosexuality is not about what you do in bed, it is about 
who you fall in love with." 

The definition of being gay as being an emotional core including 
sexuality is one of the few explicit definitions provided. Other writers, 
such as Paul Varnell and Daniel Mendelsohn, try to address the limi¬ 
tations of the gay subculture and roles/stereotypes, but to little ef¬ 
fect. Mendelsohn notes (correctly) that "the bar Is just as confining 
as the closet," while Varnell notes that the subculture "can only con¬ 
tribute to an identity, it can hardly be an identity." The problem is 
that neither writers provide a concrete definition of "contemporary 
gay subculture." I know it sounds pretty much like a "duh!" kind of 
thing. We can all say we know what it means, but few can actually 
articulate this clearly in words. The subculture Is lived, and so It is 
taken for granted. It becomes assumed and unspoken. To be effec¬ 
tive, writers must be explicit with language and define terms, for only 
then can both the writer and reader have a vantage point from which 
to examine the positive as well as negative elements involved. 

I have problems with the limitations of the subculture, but I have 
even more problems with gay writers who can't clue in the reader 
(either gay or straight) to what he or she is saying. Such assump¬ 
tions are best left to mind-readers rather than book readers. In an 
important election year, politics are of vital concern to all of us. 
Apart from my reservations to some of the essays in this book, it is 
important that we become more aware and better Informed; for ulti¬ 
mately, politics is not about arguing, but about determining survival. 
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As Hard as You Do !

types of clothing native to distant parts of the world can be seen. I 
can just imagine how fantastic it will be and what a privilege to wit¬ 
ness the coming Crowds! 

As a family of Gays, Lesbians and Transgendered people our 
presence has already been felt. The journey of the torch, locations 
of events, and training camps have been changed or threatened to 
be changed because of anti gay feelings of certain municipalities. 

Although most eyes are focused on Atlanta, this is the time of year 
when many people focus on themselves, and how they can improve 
their participation in sports and exercise programs. Do you really 
want to get all you can out of your sports and exercise programs? I 
mean really reach your full potential! If you're not satisfied with be¬ 
ing average, if you want to be nothing less than the best, let me ex¬ 
plain how you can examine your personal physical potential! 

Your body is composed of approximately 30 quadrillion individual 
cells. Each of those cells has its own specific job to do. Groups of 
those cells form every tissue and organ in your body, and each of 
those groups has its own special job. For you to reach your full 
physical potential, all of those groups must work in harmony. For 
example, as you exercise your muscles need an increasing amount 
of oxygen and nutrients to keep their performance at top level. This 
requires that your heart beat faster, your lungs work harder, and the 
energy stored in your liver be released. This complex process 
doesn't, happen by magic. It is the careful and complex work of the 
internal coach of your body, your brain and, nervous system. 

Every athlete has a coach. The coach Is responsible for making 
sure that every action of the athlete is geared to maximize perform¬ 
ance. Your body works in the same way. Your brain and nervous 
system are your personal internal coach. They make sure that every 
internal action of your body Is geared to maximize performance. As 
you exercise, it is the brain that decides just how much more your 
heart has to pump, how much harder your lungs have to work, and 
how much more energy has to be released from your liver. The 
nerves act like your brain's telephone and communicate its orders to 
all of your body's parts. As long as this system is working fine, you 
can reach your maximum physical potential. But what if something 
went wrong? 

This system is protected from things going wrong. Your brain is 
protected from harm by your skull. Your spinal cord and its nerves 
are protected by the bones of your spine called vertebrae. Your 
skull doesn't move, but the 24 vertebrae that make up your spinal 
cord do move. This difference can lead to problems. Since the ver¬ 
tebrae move, they can shift out of their proper place. Chiropractic 
calls this condition of having a vertebrae out of place a Subluxation. 
A Subluxation interferes with the function of your spinal cord and Its 
nerves. This causes the messages from your brain (your internal 
coach) to be changed or even stopped entirely. When this happens, 
your body's parts are left without the information that they need to 
do their jobs properly. As long as you have a Subluxation in your 
spine, you can never reach your full physical potential.

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@ Was Alexander Hamilton "Queer as a $10 Bill"?

Were there any gay heroes in the American Revolu¬ 
tion? 

For decades, American gays and lesbians have researched and 
publicized evidence of the homosexuality of famous gays and lesbi¬ 
ans in the past, including figures from the American Revolution. 
Just like African-Americans pointing to the role of Crispus Attucks 
during the Boston Massacre and American Jews glorifying Haym 
Solomon's contributions to financing the Continental Army, American 
gays and lesbians have searched for gay heroes in our nation's 
founding drama. Finding fellow travelers who played a role in the 
genesis of the country is a way of asserting a community's owner¬ 
ship of part of American history, and its continuing right to exist in 
America. Blacks, Jews, and gays have all understandably felt nerv¬ 
ous about whether the rest of America considered their place in 
American society to be secure - and so they have emphasized past 
contributions to important American historical events. (A similar proc¬ 
ess takes place within the gay and lesbian community when drag 
queens or people of color who feel marginalized assert that they 


were responsible for the Stonewall rebellion.) 

Of course, claiming that gays contributed to the American Revolu¬ 
tion is quite different from demonstrating that specific famous Revo¬ 
lutionaries had same-sex relationships or identities that we would 
recognize as "gay." Indeed, there is scant evidence of Americans 
before the late-19th century whose identities embraced same-sex 
sexuality. Nonetheless, in honor of our nation's 220th birthday, here 
are three men who have been put forward as gay heroes of the 
American Revolution; 

* Alexander Hamilton. Jonathan Ned Katz's Gay American His¬ 
tory, published in the bicentennial year of 1976, contains several let¬ 
ters from the future first Secretary of the Treasury to fellow Revolu¬ 
tionary soldier John Laurens. The letters are filled with passion and 
innuendo, such as when he ended a 1779 letter with: "I have grati¬ 
fied my feelings, by lengthening out the only kind of Intercourse now 
In my power with my friend." 

* Baron Friedrich Von Steuben. Randy Shilts' 1993 book Con¬ 
duct Unbecoming makes a strong case that Von Steuben - a Prus¬ 
sian military hero whom Benjamin Franklin recruited to help train the 
Continental Army - was gay. Steuben left Europe under accusations 
of "having taken familiarities with young boys." He arrived at Valley 
Forge, where he led Continental soldiers in uniform drills and military 
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exercises - and became close friends with both Hamilton and 
Laurens. He was eventually promoted to division commander right 
before the war was finally won at Yorktown. 

* George Washington. Though his view is accepted by few 
scholars, in a 1993 article "George Washington's Gay Mess: Was 
the Father of Our Country a Queen?" University of Massachusetts 
Professor Charley Shively argued in the affirmative. Shively’s as- 
• sumptions and methods are unconventional, as he asserts "Assume 
everyone is homosexual until proven otherwise." His article (which 
v* was printed without footnotes) nonetheless does a yeoman's job of 
questioning the assumptions of traditional historians that all famous 
people are straight unless evidence of repeated same-sex inter¬ 
course can be proven beyond a reasonable doubt. 

Shively's portrait of Washington is one of a prissy queen "who 
spent hours fussing over his uniform, his hairdo, his sword and other 
military paraphernalia." He surrounded himself with handsome and 
brave young soldiers, and evinced little interest in women, including 
Martha - with whom he bore no children. 

How much evidence does it take to prove that a George Washing¬ 
ton or an Alexander Hamilton was gay? And if they were gay, does 
it matter? Scholars struggle with questions like these all the time. 
Certainly, knowing that important people in the past were "gay" can 
help boost the self-esteem of gays and lesbians, especially youth. 
But rather than re-writing "straight" biographies of American heroes 
to make them "gay" biographies, a more promising project (albeit 
more ambitious) would be to look at the biographies of all famous 
Americans of the past with an understanding of the complex nature 
of human sexuality - and the impotence of labels like "straight" or 
"gay" as applied to people who never encountered any such catego¬ 
ries. 

Who was Oliver Sipple? 

Oliver Sipple was a disabled ex-Marine who saved the life of the 
President of the United States. On September 22,1975, Sipple was 
standing near the entrance of the St. Francis hotel in downtown San 
Francisco, hoping to get a glimpse of President Gerald Ford, who 
had just finished addressing the World Affairs Council inside. When 
Ford stepped out of the hotel, Sipple noticed a gray-haired woman 
who aimed a gun toward the President. He wrestled her to the 
ground, and although the gun went off, no one was injured. 

When questioned by the Secret Service, he begged them not to 
release his name to the press. They did so anyway - the near¬ 
assassination of President Ford by Sara Jane Moore was a major 
national story. Soon, Sipple faced the public revelation of something 
he hoped to keep out of the newspapers: the fact that he was gay. 
Harvey Milk - who later became San Francisco's first openly gay 
''I elected official - is said to have contacted San Francisco Chronicle 
columnist Herb Caen, who promptly Included a brief item about Sip- 
pie in his column. Caen wrote of the celebrations of Sipple’s hero- 
Ism in a gay bar the night of the assassination attempt - and listed 
Sipple as a volunteer in Milk's campaign for office. 

Several other newspapers followed with stories about "The Gay 
Vet" and the "Homosexual Hero," and when Sipple's family found 
out, they refused to speak with him. Sipple responded by suing the 


Chronicle and other newspapers for invasion of privacy, but the 
courts rejected his case, arguing that by choosing to save the presi¬ 
dent's life, he had become a public figure. 

President Ford - embarrassed by the affair - did not invite Sipple 
to a Rose Garden ceremony or grant him a Presidential Medal of 
Honor. After weeks of waiting, Sipple finally got just a brief note of 
thanks for his heroism.

"Missing" from the light and relaxing Amplified Heart album has in¬ 
spired an album much in the same vein. Most of the album's songs 
do not sound typically dance. "Before Today," for example, sounds 
like a nice acoustic piece with a break-beat loop. This combination 
doesn't quite make sense, but in a strange way works. "Wrong" is 
the new Top 40 hit hoping to follow "Missing's" footsteps. While the 
words are not as touching as those in "Missing," the whole structure 
and development of the song is tighter. Break-beat (a style of dance 
music usually over 140 BPM with a syncopated pause after the 3rd 
beat... like a really fast Latin freestyle) takes a while to get used to, 
(most club/house music clocks in at a calmer 120-130 BPM range) 
but It does dominate the album.

"Oh," her mother said, "I saw that on TV and wondered if you were 
there, it looked like nice weather, did you have a good time?"

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ant of gay men and lesbians if they actually know some¬ 
one who is gay or lesbian. When we gays and lesbians 
watch TV we always pay attention to the gay stuff, we 
always hear the positive and negative things about gay 
and lesbian rights. We care about the rights of ourselves 
and our friends. We carefully watch the way society is 
treating us, and although we may care deeply about the 
rights of other minorities, we always catch the gay and 
lesbian story first and foremost. Meanwhile many straight 
people have opted to take the minute to go get a snack, 
feeling that it doesn't concern them anyway. 

tell them the truth about yourself, and once they get 
over the confusion, they may become part of it all. They 
will listen and watch the gay stuff because now they know 
someone who is gay. It might be your parents who say: 
"Wait a minute, those candidates are bad-mouthing my 
kids, how dare they say that!" Or ... "Reverend, my 
daughter is the sweetest kindest person I know, I don't 
believe she will burn in hell because of whom she loves." 
And finally, ... "Waiter, this is a picture of my son, hand¬ 
some huh?" ... he wears a pink triangle too, ... are you 
single ... would you like to meet him?" 

The moral of the story is: No one can love you as you 
are while you pretend to be someone else. Or... My Mom 
thought she only loved apples until she realized she had a 
pear tree all along.
